scattered throughout the globe, square 

dancers have expressed their views on 
an enlarged campaign for square dancing this 
coming fall. Dancers in many areas have al- 
ready indicated that they have started paving 
the way for such a drive and have sent us 
samples of newspaper stories, sometimes even 
full color full page displays of square dancing 
in the local press. Other indications of interest 
include a buildup of television shows and in- 
creased demands on the Postmaster General 
for a commemorative stamp. 

Letters and petitions to the office of the 
President, and to state and local offices for a 
unified “Official Week of Square Dancing” this 
next fall would certainly indicate that the ball 
is beginning to roll. 

Even with all of this, perhaps only the pat- 
tern will be laid in time for 1965. It may be 
1966 or 1967 before the efforts of the various 
square dance organizations scattered through- 
out the country become dovetailed in such a 
way that the combined force is felt by the 
population generally. However, a start is being 
made in the right direction. 

We would like to suggest that at the pro- 
posed second annual meeting of representa- 
tives of all the square dance associations com- 
ing from all parts of the country at the Na- 
tional Convention this summer in Dallas, the 
subject of a mass publicity program be brought 
up and studied further. 

It is apparent, from the letters we have re- 
ceived and the conversations we have had in 
the last three months alone, that there is a 
great awareness of the need for getting our 
square dance house “in order.” Only when 
our leadership in every area is properly trained, 
both on the square dancer and on the caller 
level, will we be really ready to start any large 
scale campaign.

The availability of adequate square dance 
facilities is another big problem and this, too, 
can be licked. A great help will be the expres- 
sion of success stories from various areas indi- 
cating how they were able to get adequate 
square dancing space from schools, churches, 
lodges, etc., at prices that fit the relatively low 
average square dance budget. 

Along with all of this is the growing need 
of local study among callers and dancer’s 
groups for ways to combat, successfully, the 
ever-present dropout problem. Once we find 
a way to keep people in square dancing, and 
happy, then we are certainly ready to bring 
in newcomers who will be assured of a per- 
manent and enjoyable hobby.

Time to Revise 


Mieco IS NO MORE graphic story of the 
changing contemporary square dance scene 
than that depicted by the various collections 
of “The Basic Movements of Square Dancing,” 
a handbook, produced by Sets in Order. 

We started these little basic books quite 
some time ago and over the years, at two or 
three year intervals, have revised the editions 
to keep up with the current trends. In looking 
back at some of our early editions of the Basic 
Movement Handbooks, we see a number of 
figures that are no longer called. On the other 
hand, the early books will not contain a large 
number of the more popular basics that are 
accepted in today’s square dance calling. 

Each time that we start to review in prepa- 
ration for printing a revised handbook, we 
weed out movements which seem to have 
passed out of general usage. This is what we 
have been doing the past few months. It is 
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our hope that in another month or two well 
have ready a 1965 revision of the Basic Move- 
ments. While we are in the research stages we 
would appreciate hearing from any of you who 
have suggestions to make regarding “cuts” and 
“additions.” In order to be added to our list of 
basics, a movement must of necessity fulfill the 
requirements of a basic as listed in our Experi- 
mental Lab each month. (See the definition 
on page 78 of this issue.) With this in mind, 
see if you can aid with our planning for the 
next edition of “Basic Movements.” 


We Get Books 
iP THE LAST TWO MONTHS we have received 
several books on square dancing which 
would indicate that square dance authors are 
still hard at work. One of the collections is a 
revision of the very popular “Dance A While.”* 
Written by Jane Harris, Ann Pittman and 
Marlys Swenson, the book is in fact a hand- 
book of folk, square and social dances, which 
should be a must for all recreation leaders, 
physical education teachers and those inter- 
ested in a general dance background. 

Few people have come up with a more 
comprehensive study of these types of danc- 
ing and the 350 page collection is complete 
with detailed dance descriptions, illustrations 
and tips to teachers which could be helpful 
to anyone interested in the field of dance.

man collection of popular fundamental square 
and round dances. Calls are principally given 
in English, although some German words are 
used. However, the light face type with de- 
scriptions of the movements are almost entirely 
in German. 

This book should be particularly useful to 
the square dance leaders overseas who find 
themselves working with the German people 
on occasion. 


More Thoughts on Beginners 
AS ANY TEACHING SERIES in square dancing 
progresses, there will be those who feel 
they need extra help to keep up with the 
others in their group. This is because to some 
the automatic reaction to square dance calls 
comes slower than to others. It may have 
something to do with the length of time a 
person has been away from experiences that 
call for reacting to instruction, or it may be 
that an individual finds it difficult to “shake 
off” the outside world, problems of the office, 
etc., and settle down into an atmosphere of 
square dance thinking. Whatever the reason 
may be, we are enthusiastic supporters of a 
“pre-session” before our regular beginner ses- 
sions start each class evening. 

Although the lessons begin at eight o'clock, 
we are usually on hand to open up the hall at 
seven-thirty. Quite frequently, a square is wait- 
ing there for us and in the time that remains 
before the official eight o'clock starting time,

we just drill, going over and over the simpler 
movements until we notice that the reaction 
time is cut down noticeably. The tenseness of 
the individual dancers seems to disappear and 
the folks who might otherwise get discouraged 
with the increased tempo of the regular pro- 
gram loosen up and are ready to go. 

Quite frequently, those who have had to 
miss a session the previous week come in for 
the early drills just to polish up reaction time 
and “plug-in” their square dance thinking. 

The first half hour of our beginner club ses- 
sions is devoted to review and most of the 
material that the group has already been 
taught is drilled over and over again, using 
different setups and a variety of situations. 
This paves the way for the presentation of 
new material. 

% ® * 

Theres one other item which we should 
mention here as long as we are talking about 
the format of our beginner club projects. That 
is the development of an attitude of accept- 
ance. 

Early in the game we tried to instill in new 
dancers a feeling of trust so that anything we 
might present to them is accepted as a part of 
square dancing. That means that we can dance 
in all types of formations without trying to 
explain that some are squares, some are rounds, 
some are contras, etc. We might be doing a 
square dance in a circle or in long lines or in 
a square of eight dancers. It really doesn’t mat- 
ter. The important thing is that there is no 
feeling of prejudice in favor of one type of 
dancing as opposed to another. 

The enjoyment of doing Left Footer’s One- 
Step (a round dance), a revised version of 
Hi Li Lee Li Lee (a singing square), Ends 
Turn In (a patter-call square), or Needham 
Reel (a contra) remains the same throughout. 
No one has ever thought of sitting out because 
it's time for a round dance. For one thing, we 
never tried to rush through the rounds. As a 
matter of fact, taking step by step, we have 
spread the teaching of Champagne Time over 
a period of six evenings, only to discover that 
the interest is high to see what part comes 
next, 

Perhaps some of this reaction comes from 
our attitude, We are certain that any teacher 
must find it difficult to instill interest in a 
group if he is not interested himself. We feel 
that dancing in this variety of formations is 
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an important step in learning to be a good all 
around dancer. Probably the fact that we en- 
joy doing all of these ourselves makes the task 
of teaching that much simpler. 

st % * 

These have been just some more of our 
thoughts on the subject of teaching. We agree 
with a great number of leaders in the field 
today who feel that altogether too many new- 
comers to this activity are lost during the 
learning process simply because too little at- 
tention has been given to keeping the majority 
interested in the activity. 

We can't help but be opposed to a beginner 
class system built on the premise that the pur- 
pose of developing new dancers is to fill vacan- 
cies in existing clubs. Neither do we feel that 
classes should be so stereotyped that a set 
number of lessons, determined even before the 
class starts, is all that is necessary to trans- 
form a non-dancer into a dancer. This type of 
thinking, we believe, results in not only a 
sizable dropoff during the class period but an 
extremely large mortality rate once these 
dancers have “graduated” and moved into 
existing clubs. 

This is why we are strong advocates of 
beginner clubs versus classes. No two groups 
of people have ever learned at exactly the 
same rate of speed. Some members of every 
learning group may be able to progress along 
prescribed lines. However, others who may 
take a little more time and require a little 
more patience and attention, may be dropped 
along the wayside. 

It’s difficult to say whether a system such 
as a beginner club would alleviate the dropout 
problem. However, one thing we do know; the 
situation as it is at present, utilizing beginner 
classes on a set number of lessons without 
consideration for the special needs of the indi- 
vidual, is a proven unsuccessful method of 
teaching. The replacement system of teaching, 
where all newcomers are trained basically to 
fill vacancies in existing clubs, is indeed a 
fallacy. 


There is nothing new or original about a 
“new dancers club.” Quite a number have 
been advocating something of this sort for 
years. Jerry and Dee Wallace in Kent, 


Washington, have developed a plan for a 
Learners Club which has proven to be most 
successful and Jerry tells about it in detail 
in an article beginning on page 24.

POLLS OF SQUare Dancers 
TELL OF area PreFerences 


HE OLD GUESSING GAME used to determine 

the status of a square dance area is often 
less than a second rate method of determining 
the true needs of the area. Long mindful of 
an up-to-date consensus of opinion on the 
needs and desires of its square dance numbers, 
the San Diego (California) Square Dance 
Association recently submitted a questionnaire 
to the dancers in the area. The 1,250 returns 
were procured thru the personal contact by As- 
sociation Representatives to each club. The 
forms were completed on the spot, and dupli- 
cations were eliminated. 

In their questionnaire the San Diego people 
were eager to determine certain influences 
which would help to steer the progress of 
local square dancing in future months, Of 
special interest were the methods of getting 
new dancers. The outcome pointed up, with- 
out a shadow of a doubt, that the old fash- 
ioned “word of mouth” system far surpassed 
any other method of bringing newcomers into 
the activity. 

Also of great interest were the age brackets 
of square dancers presently engaged in the 
hobby. San Diego, it should be noted, is not 
a senior citizens retirement community. It is 
primarily a large metropolitan area surrounded 
by scores of new housing developemnts. Many 
industries, large and small, dot the area and, 
of course, there is and always has been an 
extremely large population connected with the 
military and defense industries within the 
radius of the San Diego area. 

Here, first of all, are some of the general 
facts uncovered by the questionnaire. The to- 
tal of all the percentages, by the way, may 
not equal 100% in any given section. The dif- 
ferential would be an indication of those who 
did not answer the particular question.

To be most helpful, a questionnaire designed 
to sample the needs of an area should tailor- 
make its questions to fit its own peculiar needs. 
No questionnaire should be so long that it 
might discourage a dancer's taking the time to 
fill it out. It’s also optional whether a better 
sampling can be achieved by requesting a sig- 
nature or whether the lack of identification on 
a questionnaire might be the best method of 
getting participation. - 

A study of these results should be a great 
help to the leaders in San Diego. The ques- 
tionnaire method of studying an area's need 
undoubtedly can be aptly fitted to other areas 
throughout the square dancing world,

NCE AGAIN it's time for Easter and here’s a 
make-it-yourself item which can be used as 
a table centerpiece. The choice of what to 
make is unlimited and might provide an eve- 
ning of fun for a club committee or a family. 

Supplies needed are “empty” eggs, colored 
paper, Scotch tape, poster paint and food (or 
Easter egg) dye. The finished product is as 
broad a selection of “egg” people as you might 
envision and desire to construct. 

Begin collecting eggs now by saving the 
shells from scrambled eggs, eggs used for bak- 
ing, etc. Gently pierce both ends of each egg 
with an ice pick and then force the raw egg 
out one end by blowing into the opposite side. 
Wash the shell thoroughly, making certain 
that it is clear of any grease, soap or egg white 
as all three repel food dyes. The empty shells 
can be stored in an egg carton until youre 
ready to decorate. 

Eggs readily become cats, rabbits, mice and

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so on by gluing on paper ears (of appropriate 
shape), nose and whiskers and then painting 
on the remaining features. Various shapes of 
tails can be cut from heavy paper and glued 
to one end of an egg to form a base for each 
animal to stand upright. 

Eggs can just as easily become people by 
fringing colored paper for the hair of a girl, 
painting on the features and adding paper 
arms and feet, attaching them with tape. Even 
square dancers could emerge, with a western 
hat taped on for the man and a full skirt for 
the lady. In this instarice the skirt would also 
serve as a base to hold thé egg in position. 

As youll want to experiment it would be 
wise to have plenty of eggs on hand. Also 
decide ahead of time if any of the eggs are to 
be dyed a color. If so, this step, too, can be 
done early in the game and the eggs allowed 
to dry before beginning the paint and paper 
process. 

With a small amount of effort and talent an 
entire world of unusual egg people and ani- 
mals can appear on the table at your club’s 
Easter party.

SALUTING 


HE SECRETARY in most square dance clubs 
Te for that matter in any organization) is 
a doer—an active doer, not just a passive one. 
It is the Secretary who has his (or her) pen 
flying at business meetings to keep track of 
what goes on; it is the Secretary who sees 
that all lists and records are accurate; fre- 
quently it is the Secretary who finds his pres- 
ence needed at various meetings because he 
knows what is going on within different com- 
mittees of the club. 

Looking over a wide selection of square 
dance club constitutions we find the following 
general responsibilities delegated to most Sec- 
retaries: Record minutes of all business meet- 
ings; maintain a list of standing committees, 
an ofhcial membership list and attendance rec- 
ord, a correct copy of the by-laws; conduct any 
necessary club correspondence. 

In addition, in specific instances the club 
Secretary has one or more of the following jobs 
fall within his scope: Receive applications for 
club membership; order all club badges; read 
the by-laws at the annual meeting; be present 
at all meetings of the nominating committee 
with membership records; send club news and 
dance schedules to the local square dance pub- 
lication; confirm the club location for the next 
season; send occasion cards to club members; 
maintain a guest book; keep one copy of all 
club correspondence regardless of who may 
have sent out such correspondence; maintain 
the bulletin board and its announcements; be 
certain each club officer has an up-to-date list 
of club policies; deliver all records and reports 
to his successor at the completion of his term 
of office. 

This wide range of responsibilities is fur- 
ther compounded in some clubs where the 
Executive Board has a Secretary-Treasurer 
combination. This carries the Secretary into 
the financial end of the club, which duties we 
shall not list here as we will cover them next 
month. 

Then in some clubs we find the opposite end 
of the scale where a Secretary is not included 
among, the officers. In such cases most of the 
club business is handled either by a single 
couple-organizer or by several couples but 
generally the framework of the organization is 


OF SECRETARY 
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quite casual and little if any attention is given 
to maintaining records. 

Most square dance groups keep their min- 
utes, lists, etc., in a typed or mimeographed 
form. In such cases there is no need to cast a 
plea for legible handwriting — but cast it we 
do for those people who must struggle through 
and decipher the hieroglyphics of a former 
Secretary. If records and books are to be main- 
tained in longhand, best announce such before 
an election and take into consideration the 
neatness, readability and knowledge of spell- 
ing, basic English and grammar a candidate 
for the office of Secretary may have. This be- 
comes particularly important when a Secretary 
must carry on correspondence outside the im- 
mediate club family. The receipt of a letter is 
often the first impression anyone may have of 
your square dance group.

Since its birth in 1957 with 32 member 
clubs, EDSARDA as this association is more 
commonly known, has grown to include now 
75 individual clubs and 1 coordinating asso- 
ciation which represents another 21 clubs. 
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Dancers belonging to these clubs automatically 
become members of the parent organization — 
EDSARDA. 

Its purpose as stated in its By-Laws reads: 
“To provide a means for concentrated effort 
in promoting all phases of square dancing; to 
inform the general public of square dance 
activities; to provide square dance clubs with 
a coordinated program of square dance activi- 
ties.” 

To put this program into effect, the associa- 
tion publishes a yearly Directory of Member 
Clubs, prints a newsletter quarterly, presents 
round dance recommendations three times a 
year as selected by its Round Dance Screen- 
ing Committee, has an annual square dance 
convention, and undertakes various projects to 
help its member clubs. At the present time one 
such project is the presentation of a handbook 
of information for new club officers, being 
handled by the Education Committee of 
EDSARDA. 

The Executive Committee is comprised of 
three delegates from each member club along 
with the elected officers of EDSARDA, such 
officers being the President, Vice President, 
Treasurer, Executive Secretary and Recording 
Secretary. In addition there is an Advisory 
Board consisting of the three immediate past 
presidents. 

Officers are elected for a one-year period each 
June. A Nominating Committee selected two 
months prior to the election presents a slate of 
candidates and such names are made public 
concurrent with the notice of the June meeting. 
Nominations are also accepted from the floor. 

Three meetings of all club delegates are held 
each year which, in addition to the regular busi- 
ness and reports, include a featured speaker, 
dinner and dance. Occasionally such talks are 
edited and then mimeographed reports are sent 
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Club information is kept 
up-to-date by a yearly revision 

of this directory. 
back to all member clubs. 

Club delegates are encouraged to function 
actively in their position of intermediary be- 
tween club and association by: attending the 
EDSARDA meetings, bringing club problems 
and needs to the attention of these meetings, 
participating on the various EDSARDA com- 
mittees, reporting the association activities back 
to the clubs, being aware of ideas and sugges- 
tions where EDSARDA might better serve 
clubs, and explaining to each club how it 
might best use EDSARDA’s reports and 
SEIVICES. 

Delegates may represent only one club on 
the Executive Committee. An alternate from a 
club may be sent to any EDSARDA meeting 
should the delegate find himself unable to 
attend. 

Each member club contributes annual dues 
of $10 to the association and this, along with 
a portion of the profits from its yearly square 
dance convention, financially supports the as- 
sociation. 

This year the second New England Square 
Dance Convention will be presented jointly 
sponsored by EDSARDA and NECCA, the 
New England Council of Callers Association. 
Happily the two groups have been able to 
work hand in hand on this project instituting 
a NECCA-EDSARDA Cooperation Commit- 
tee with four or five representatives from each 
group pulling together. The two-day event is 
put on at a cost of $5 per couple and the net 
profits are divided jointly between the two 
organizations.

BE A 
RECRUITING 
STAR

HE SQUARE DANCE ACTIViTy is picking up 

momentum month by month and year by 
year but we are disheartened by the number 
of dancers who fall by the wayside and stop 
dancing — generally for a very legitimate rea- 
son. The word “drop-outs” has begun to have 
a very sinister implication in square dance 
circles and the realistic person knows that 
club dancers, officers and callers must con- 
tinually spread the good word to the general 
public that square dancing is the wonderful 
activity we all know it to be. 

We, as dancers and callers, are always 
happy to participate in some public exhibition 
which will put the square dance activity in 
the public eye — and in the best possible man- 
ner. We advertise our club dates, promote 
newspaper and radio advertising on club ac- 
tivities and promote new classes for beginning 
couples to learn square dancing. Dancers want 
their friends to take these lessons that they, 
too, can enjoy all the fun they themselves are 
having. There comes a time, however, when 
some dancers feel that they just don’t know 
where they can find any more prospective 
dancers. 

Incentive is a great motivator. Between us 
we have devised a new idea which we find 
works very effectively and we would like to 
share it with other callers, club dancers and 
officers as a way to keep getting new dancers 
for their classes and clubs. 

We have designed an attachable plastic bar 
to match almost any type of badge. For re- 
cruiting a new beginning couple to take square 
dance lessons the recruiter earns a Silver Star. 
After the same recruiter has found four new 
couples, he or she is entitled to trade the full 
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Caller Rex Barber May and Rudy Jasa, 
of Guys and Dolls Club, with their third stars for 
bringing in three new couples to square dancing. 


bar back to the sponsor and it will be replaced 
by a Gold Star. This is not mandatory but the 
practical aspect is that it helps to cut down 
on the final weight of a long group of bars 
hanging from the badge. 

It is suggested that a club may sponsor this 
promotion of new dancers and keep a supply 
of stars and bars on hand. The price, in quan- 
tity, is very reasonable but extremely reward- 
ing when one sees these new ‘people come into 
our happy activity. 

We feel that it is best to give the earned 
star or stars to the recruiting dancer as soon 
as the fledgling couple is paid up for the new 
class. Then it is possible for the recruiter- 
dancer to wear his newly-earned badge so that 
others in the club can see how people are 
working to build their club and to promote 
square dancing. 

It is our sincere hope that you people who 
have been plagued by diminishing numbers in 
your clubs—and classes—may pick up the “re- 
cruiting star” idea and find it helpful in com- 
bating this situation. Introduce the idea at a 
“Stars and Bars” party, perhaps, that can be 
handled as a “refresher” dance evening with 
specific instruction in the first basics of square 
dancing. It can be fun for both recruiter and 
recruited and everyone will soon be on the 
lookout at club dances to “count the stars” on 
the recruiters’ badges.

downers Shimbun News of Tokyo, Japan, 
this story on Carl and Tamae Sims, who have 
done so much to promote square dancing in 
the Far East. 

The Sims were square dancers of two years’ 
stepping when they were assigned to Yokota 
AFB by the USAF in March, 1960. Before too 
long Carl began calling for the Tokyo Twirl- 
ers, Japan’s oldest club which met at Grant 
Heights. 

September, 1962, found Carl helping with 
the calling at Green Parks’ Japanese Club, The 
Lucky 8’s, with Gene Threewitt. Carl became 
official caller-sponsor of the club which now 
has a membership of 130. Tamae Sims and 
Loreen Threewitt took on the job of official 
hostesses and sometimes baked as many as 
300 cupcakes for one occasion. 

When Carl introduced modem square danc- 
ing to the Lucky 8's, Tamae became official 
translator for this sizable job. Up until this 
time eastern style square dancing and folk 
dancing, plus a confused attempt at dancing 
singing calls, were being done. Thanks to the 
Sims’ patience and efforts, square dancing thru- 
out Japan is now standardized to American 
terminology. Dancers may not know English, 
per se, but they can do a Grand Right and 
Left with no problem at all. 

Carl started calling for Yokota’s Beaux and 
Belles at the same time he took on the Lucky 
8’s. The former club had folded and started up 
again with a membership of 8; it has been 
built up to 6 sets at this time.

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In 1963 Carl became president of the Callers 
Association which is made up of 6 regular 
members, 7 associate members and 2 appren- 
tice callers. They work out and introduce new 
movements, help the apprentices, trade rec- 
ords, Jamborees, work on standardization plan. 

Besides Tokyo, other cities in Japan which 
have square dance clubs are Hakone, Oshima, 
Oiso, Kamakura, Hammamatsu and Osaka. The 
total number of square dancers thruout Japan 
is about 2000 and Carl and Tamae Sims have 
given further assistance by holding workshops 
in the various areas. Some 160 Americans 
dance at clubs in Japan regularly. 

Carl uses the 20 basic movements as his 
standard and the Kanto Mura Honshu Hoe- 
downers use about 50 movements; the Lucky 
8’s use about 80 movements regularly and

have knowledge of 150 movements. 

Tamae has been Carl’s “right on the job 
right hand lady” thruout his calling experience. 
She has translated calls and movements, acted 
as interpreter on many occasions, scheduled 
trips and tours and mothered four children — 
three boys and a girl. 

Carl’s many friends at Yokota and environs 
name him and Tamae “Ambassadors in Good 
Will Thru Square Dancing” and they seem 
truly to have earned that title. They are pres- 
ently off to a new assignment. 
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ARE ROUND DANCES NECESSARY 
AT SQUARE DANCE EVENTs ?

FTER WALKING all around that word “neces- 
A sary the answer is yes. Nothing is nec- 
essary, not even square dancing. Nothing is 
necessary except dancing, at a dance. And it 
has become imperative, not just necessary, that 
square dancers should have a chance to return 
to the fun of dancing. 

Square dancing with nothing but squares is 
like playing a game of bridge and refusing 
ever to bid in anything but spades; or a game 
of golf, and making it a rule always to stop 
with the 4th hole; or setting up at a bowling 
alley with only three pins. You just never ex- 
perience the whole game. And you don’t learn 
to dance! 

The Element of Romance 

There are several reasons why round danc- 
ing is needed at square dance events. Perhaps 
the prime one is romance. Dancing is one of 
the languages of romance. And romance is 
currently not present in the patterns of square 
dances. It never was, very much, and the ro- 
mantic element has always been supplied by 
waltzing. It is important that this should be 
restored. A man needs to take his girl in his 
arms and move beautifully to dreamy music. 
It is one of the “musts” of dancing. Round 
dancing fills a basic need, and there is no sub- 
stitute as yet in square dancing. 

Another basic reason why we particularly 
need it is that the swooping figures have been 
taken out of square dancing, and we need to 
move over the floor occasionally, in sweeping 
action. Something in our blood demands it —

the extended step that becomes a glide— the 
long motion from one part of the floor to an- 
other. We used to have such action in some 
square dance figures, but not lately. 

We need round dancing to compensate for 
the monotony of one kind of pattern. It makes 
us move in a circle around the room instead 
of in a rectangular pattern. This must be down- 
right healing. 

Above all, we need round dancing to get us 
into a third dimension, not the flat two-dimen- 
sional arrangement of the square pattern. This 
means the waltz. I do not think it matters 
whether or not the square dancer learns very 
many routines. I think he is lost until he learns 
to waltz. Just waltz—two or three times dur- 
ing the evening. I cannot say how important 
I think this is. I know round dance clubs that 
never waltz, too, and that is heresy. 

Finally — let’s turn the tables. It is equally 
important and even necessary that there be 
square dances at round dance affairs. This is 
a judgment long-studied. Neither the square 
dancer without waltzing nor the waltzer with- 
out quadrilles is living a whole life. The square 
dancer without waltzing is denying himself the 
lift and thrill of doing the most beautiful of 
dances alone with one woman whom he loves, 
we hope. The waltzer without square dances 
is not allowing himself to use his whole skill, 
by working it into patterns with other dancers. 
We need both the individually creative and 
improvised and the communal and shared and 
patterned.

(A PLUG FOR LEARNERS’ CLUBS}

| SOME FIVE YEARS my taw and I, as 
teacher-caller combine, were deeply con- 
cerned with the many problems concerning our 
beginner dancers. We were plagued constantly 
with the thought of a large number of drop-offs 
in our classes; the huge loss of dancers during 
the transitional period from “beginner” to their 
being firmly entrenched in a group; and the 
somewhat nonchalant attitude of some dancers 
in accepting the life's blood of our hobby — the 
new dancer. 

In an effort to understand more fully the 
processes that brought about those problems, 
we took ourselves back some thirteen years 
and tried to reason why we went ahead in the 
world of square dancing while others drifted 
off and were never seen again. Using what we 
remembered as a basis for formulation, we, 
five years ago, instituted a program that we 
hoped would save more folks for square danc- 
ing. 

What was this program? Simply, it was a 
program of fellowship, indoctrination and 
preparation in the form of what we call a 
“Learners Club.” Its mode of operation is 
neither complex nor difficult and requires the 
fewest of basic needs. 

Our first hurdle was to “sell” our clubs on 
the idea. We did this by showing them that 
it would provide them with more and _ better 
dancers. These would be dancers who were 
ready to accept club responsibility, serve on 
committees and who in every sense already 
belonged to square dancing. We explained that 
we needed 100% cooperation from the clubs in 
starting the program and that it would require 
that they be behind it all of the way. 
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Thru the cooperation of the sponsoring clubs 
they became “Mother” clubs and as _ such 
joined with all of the other clubs in our area 
to advertise, cajole, drag, or bring folks to 
lessons. 

In our area classes are based on a 30-week 
period, being divided generally into 15 weeks 
of beginner and 15 weeks of intermediate 
classes. However, in this “Learner Club” pro- 
gram we completely ignore any division of 
classification. As far as we are concerned the 
sessions are all “leamer” periods and the new 
folks remain learners until they have gradu- 
ated. Right away we get them away from the 
stigma of a questionable word — beginner. Our 
clubs have long ago learned that they can shy 
completely away from the use of that word. 

Now for the mechanics of and the pean 
for starting a Learners’ Club. 

Normal procedure here is to hold our classes 
open until the third night, so on that night we 
begin our program. We formally announce 
that the group will be formed into a club that 
will be complete with their own badges, execu- 
tive committee and the responsibility that goes 
with a regular square dance club. 

Oh, its not done in such a manner that we 
scare them off but rather so that they feel im- 
mediately as if they already belong to square 
dancing. We tell them, briefly, how a club 
operates and what makes it tick, in order that 
they can evaluate their part in the over-all 
picture of square dancing. 

On this same night we sell them on the idea 
that this will not be a series of lessons but a 
series of club sessions for which they will pay 
membership for the entire time. We do not 
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divide the sessions into parts but sell the 
dancers on the idea of a club membership for 
the entire time. The sponsoring body usually 
requires some form of payment by the third 
night but such payment is usually divided into 
several installments so that no one is lost for 
lack of dues. The sponsoring club usually pro- 
vides some form of bonus for full pre-payment, 
perhaps in the form of a discount on the en- 
tire amount. There is no penalty for the pay- 
ment but we do not accept money on a night- 
to-night basis, having learned that people at- 
tend more readily if they already have money 
invested. 

On the fourth night we select by floor nom- 
inations or by drawing names from the hat, 
six couples to act as nominees for what will 
eventually be the Executive Committee. 

During the following interval we give these 
names to six of the sponsoring club couples 
who in tum contact their chosen couple to 
secure information for a campaign speech that 
is to be made on the fifth night. Right here 
we are making the first move in getting the 
new folks acquainted with the sponsoring club 
members and it is a form of ice-breaker that 
has worked remarkably well in that lasting 
friendships have been formed from this initial 
contact. 

Selecting Officers 

On that fifth night our sponsoring couples 
give a short (one minute) speech in favor of 
their candidate. Our Learner Club members 
make a selection of three couples to serve as 
their Executive Committee. 

From that time on this committee performs 
all the duties, with the aid and counsel of the 
Mother Club and the teacher-caller, that off- 
cers of a regular square dance club would per- 
form. They, in turn, select members for stand- 
ard committees: Host and hostess; Telephone; 
Decorating, etc. 

When the Executive Committee takes over, 
the sponsoring Club issues a charter to the 
Learner Club and they are given a name, 
usually a take-off on the sponsors’ name, i.e. 
Saddle-ites Saddle Shadows. We do this pri- 
marily to give the new folks identity —as indi- 
viduals and with the world of square dancing. 
The charter is dedicated to the Learner Club 
and is dated to expire on the last night of 
their sessions — graduation night. On gradua- 
tion night, a point is made of “burming the 
charter’ in an impressive ceremony that is 
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designed to indicate that the dancers have 
been raised from the ranks of learners to full- 
Hledged dancers. 

Time for a Party 

The Learners Club begins in the fall so, 
along about Christmas time we feel that the 
group is ready for participation at their first 
dance. We don't just turn them loose and say, 
“Go out and find a place’; we provide the 
place for them to go. What’s more, we have 
them put on their own dance. They are the 
hosts and perform all of the functions that are 
necessary for its success — advertising, refresh- 
ments, kitchen committees, etc. Truthfully we 
are preparing them for the time when they 
will become club members and will be faced 
with the same kind of responsibilities. 

They actually put on this dance for the 
Mother Club by way of saying “Thank you” 
for introducing them to square dancing and 
all of the sponsors come to have fun with the 
Learners. I might say that this is the high- 
light of the square dance season for our spon- 
soring club members and they really have a 
ball. The “level” may be low but enthusiasm 
and anticipation make up for what is lacking 
in dancing experience. They really look for- 
ward to this event, for many of them have 
friends in the class and are eager for the day 
when they can dance together. 

Several of these dances are held between 
Christmas and the time of graduation. All are 
held to the level consistent with what they 
have learned. Guest callers are invited, too, but 
their material is screened beforehand. 

As we have already stated, the success of 
this program is largely dependent on the full 
cooperation of the sponsoring club but it will 
operate successfully without it, if an individual 
caller has sufficient dancer strength and _ per- 
sonality to provide the other necessary factors. 

Use of Experienced Dancers 

The sponsoring club contributes to the suc- 
cess of the program by assigning couples to 
attend each session. They fill in squares, serve 
coffee and assist generally wherever needed. 
However, we have found that the number who 
come without being assigned has been on the 
increase. We feel this is because they realize 
that the program is dependent on their at- 
tendance and help. For many of them it serves 
as an opportunity for a refresher course. But, 
most importantly, it provides an opportunity 
for them to get better acquainted with the 
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dancers who will be coming into their club. 

What is accomplished by a Learners’ Club? 
Well, we think that it provides the sense of 
belonging that is so sadly lacking in many 
square dance classes. It provides personal iden- 
tification with square dancing at an early and 
important stage, thru having a club name, 
badge, regular dance nights, dancing with 
“regular” dancers and a common purpose. It 
completely removes the idea of being a “rank” 
beginner. It allows the sponsoring body a 
“look-see” period of acquaintance with future 
club members. The club-like sessions provide 
a look into how a regular dance club operates 
and usually separate the “joiner” from those 
who will eventually become good club mem- 
bers. Finally, it provides a source of well- 
adapted, properly indoctrinated folks who are 
ready to join a square dance club — folks who 
are not required to go and find a club to join 
or dance to a strange caller. 

Some Problems 

There are, of course, some pitfalls to the 
operation of such a program but with a little 
thoughtful adjustment on the part of the caller, 
most of them can be overcome. 

What if a club already has full membership? 

Generally, we find that our classes provide 
replacements for the average vacancy rate. We 
base this on our statistics of those “wanting” 
to become members from out of a learners’ 
group. In our most recent group, a class of 27 
couples, there were 10 who joined the spon- 
soring club. This brought the club to full 
strength. 

National averages indicate that at the end 
of two years there are only about 18% of the 
new folks still dancing. In a recent survey of 
our group we found that we have over 50% at 
the end of the same length of time. 

Let's face it honestly, too; you just can’t get 


everyone in the act. Some of these folks just 
won't fit into the picture and no matter what 
you do, you can't keep them. You can only 
give your “all” and that’s about it. 

And what happens to the club level of danc- 
ing as your learners come into the club? We've 
found that the sponsoring groups attendance 
at the learning sessions, coupled with their at- 
tendance at the Learner Club dances, serves 
to increase the ability of the learners and that 
they are more ready to dance at club level than 
if they were left by themselves to learn. Thru 
the learning sessions friendships have been 
formed so that much of the pressure of at- 
tending the first club dances is relieved for 
they know they have friends there. 

For a caller, a Learmer Club has many ad- 
vantages. It can provide necessary momentum 
at the sessions, and, since they are run in much 
the same manner as a club dance, they relieve 
him of much of the responsibility, after the 
initial organization. They provide, in the long 
run, more time to teach properly and so to turn 
out better dancers. They practically eliminate 
drop-offs from classes (in our last session we 
lost no one and actually gained two couples 
from another class.) Our figures for the past 
5 years show that we lost only 10% of the total 
number taught and a check of those indicates 
that it was for the usual reasons—job transfers, 
family additions and ill health. More than any- 
thing else, the Learner Club provides an op- 
portunity for a caller to participate with the 
learners in their enthusiasm at becoming square 
dancers. 

We don't mean to say that the Learners 
Club program is the answer to every caller's 
or every club’s problems, but we do say that 
if you give it an honest, enthusiastic try — 
adjusting to prevalent needs, it might help to 
solve a few.

DIXIE 
CHAIN 
& DIXIE STYLE 


HE Dixie CHAIN, introduced back a num- 

ber of years, has played quite a role in our 
square dancing. From the simple Dixie chain 
have come the Dixie style of movements, the 
Dixie grand and others. 


In a simple Dixie chain illustrated by the 
two couples shown here (1) the two ladies 
move and take a right hand of the other lady 
(2) as they would to start a regular two ladies 
chain. Following them, the two men extend a 
left hand to the opposite lady (3), pull by and 
follow their lady. As the ladies pull by the 
man, the two men take right hands (4) and 
pull by. Unless otherwise directed, they end in 
single file formation (5) ready to follow the 
next call, whatever it might be. 

To refresh your memory a bit, here is an 
example of the Dixie grand. From a regular 


promenade (6) two couples wheel around (7) 
to face the couple behind them. With the 
ladies leading off as they would in a Dixie 
chain, they give a right to the other lady (8) 
pull by giving a left to the man (9) and from 
this point the dancers continue on in a right 
and left grand motion (10) to follow what- 
ever call might come next. 

Dixie style to an ocean wave, which is used 
quite a bit these days, starts the same as a 
regular Dixie chain. In our example shown 
here, the two couples face each other in single 
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file with the lady in the lead (11). Ladies give 
a right to each other and pull by (12) as the 
men extend left hands to the ladies coming in 
their direction (13). Retaining the hands of 
these ladies, those holding left hands turn half 
way around (14) so that the two men meet 
in the center with a right hand hold in ocean 
wave position (15). 

If you are looking for a subject for your 
next workshop, you might dust off the old 
Dixie chain with all its many variations and 
come up with a fistful of variety.

THE CHANGEABLE 
SQUARE DANCE 
DRESS 


RENE LEGG of Dalton, Ohio, has a distinctly 
| petccas approach to square dance sew- 
ing which has resulted in her having a dress 
which is as changeable as a woman’s mind. She 
started with a “ready-made” having a skirt full 
enough for square dancing—cost about $15.00. 
She chose a black drip-dry trimmed in white 
as this seemed to lend itself best to addition 
and change. 

“The simplest way to make your dress an 
‘original’ is with trimming,” says Irene. She 
took her basic dress to a store with a good 
selection of braids, laces and ric racs. Here 
she experimented by laying trims against the 
dress to see how they would blend with the 
original simple trim. 

There are many ways in which the trim may 
be added. Lace may be ruffled into a neckline 
or around the sleeves and hem of the dress. 
Braid may be sewn on bodice and _ skirt in 
scallops or other shapes. Laying the dress on 
a flat surface, a pencil may mark where the 
design is to be. Chalk works best on blacks. A 
nice change is to sew a 4” wide strip of con- 
trasting materia] around the bottom tier of the 
skirt. Ric rac or narrow lace sewn along the 
top and bottom of this strip conceals the 
seams. Then braid and more ric rac may be 
sewn inside the strip. This is excellent on dark 
colors. 

For even more graphic changes, Irene de- 
cided upon an overskirt and collar for her next 
additions to the basic dress. She bought a circle 
skirt pattern and made the collar pattern from 
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newspaper. She measured around the neck 
where she wanted the collar to fit and made 
the inside circle of her collar-pattern this size. 
She then measured out 5” for the second circle 
and cut the pattern open in back. The pattern 
should be tried on before the material is cut. 
She used a white dacron-cotton blend for 
overskirt and collar. 

Irene Jaid the collar and skirt open on a 
large table and with a pencil marked where 
she planned to sew her trim, which consisted 
of 5 yds. of black and silver braid at 17¢; 8 
yds. of lace at 10¢; 2 packages of black ric rac 
at 20¢ and 10 yds. silver ric rac at 5¢. The 
overskirt and collar cost $5.60 total. To deter- 
mine amount of trimming, a sketch may be 
drawn and then measured with a tape meas- 
ure. Altho Irene used a full circle skirt pat- 
tern, tiered or gored overskirts could also be 
used successfully. 

Now for the second change. Irene bought 
a black and white print, 3 yds. at 69¢ and 
one yard of black material like that in the 
dress, at 69¢, plus 6-yds. pkg. of white cotton 
ric rac at 20¢. She made her circle skirt 5 
inches shorter than the original dress. After 
it was done she placed it open on a table and 
marked the place for a “fish-tail” in the back 
making a pie shaped wedge, fanning out at 
the hem. Ruffles were marked at 4” apart. 
She then cut her black material in strips 5” 
wide. The first ruffle was 12” long, then 6” 
were added to each ruffle, with a total of 6 
ruffles. Both sides of rufHe should be hemmed 
and then, starting at the waist, it can be gath- 
ered at the lines marked in the pie-shaped 
design on the skirt. Each ruffle has a little 
heading at the top and ruffles will overlap 
about %”. Cost of the skirt — $2.96. 

Any number of ideas could be worked along 
the lines covered here, to pep up a tired or 
over-simple square dance dress,

Oc WE ARE WORKING with lines so con- 
stantly these days, George Elliott has dug 
deep into his Workshop notebook for these ex- 
amples of “Face to the Middle of Your Own 
Line.” You might try these out and then line 
up a few of your own. 


Forward eight and back like that 

Face to the middle like you always do 
Then two and four do a right and left thru 
Turn the girl and roll away 

Then pass thru across the way 
Separate go round one 

Now line up four 

Forward eight and back once more 
Pass thru and keep in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 
Dixie chain along the track 

Then the outside four turn back 

Box the flea to a left allemande 


One and three go forward and back 
Same four square thru three-quarters round 
When you come down 

Promenade the outside ring 

Go cll the way 

Go all the way round and a little bit more 
One face two and three face four 

Do a right and left thru two by two 

And a right and left back 

Now forward eight and back in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 

Dixie chain when you get thru 

Face across the set you do 

Trail thru and find old corner 

Allemande left 


One and three you bow and swing 

Go round and round with the pretty little thing 
Then promenade the outside ring 

Go all the way around 

Now get back home like you always do 
Go out to the right a right and left thru 
Go two by two 

A right and left back in the usual way 
Turn the girl and roll away 

Forward eight and back in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 
Inside four roll out around one 

The other four lead a Dixie chain 

When you get thru 

Face across the set you do 

Trail thru and find old corner 

For a left allemande 

Partner right, right and left grand 
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One and three you bow and swing 
Geo round and round with the pretty little thing 
Take your girl to the right of the town 
Circle up four and don’t fall down 
Head gents break and make two lines 
Forward eight and back in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 
Dixie chain, when you get thru 

Face across the set you do 

Trail thru and find old corner 
Allemande left 


One and three go forward and back 
Same ladies chain 

Turn the girl and roll away 

Go up to the middle and back that way 
Same four star thru 

Circle four with the outside two 
Head gents break and line up four 
Forward eight and back once more 
Pass thru and keep in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 
Dixie chain, girls left and boys right 
Find old corner, allemande left 


Ladies to the center and back to the bar 
Gents to the center a right hand star 

A right hand star in the middle of the hall 
Back by the left to your partners all 

And star promenade 

Head ladies roll back one, go six in line 
Lonesome men roll back one, go eight in line 
Bend the big line 

Pass thru and keep in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 

Dixie chain, girls left, boys right 

Find old corner, left allemande 


One and three a half sashay 

Go up to the middle and back that way 

Go out to the right just like you are 

Circle up four but not too far 

Ladies break and line up four 

Forward eight and back once more 

Pass thru and keep in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 

Dixie chain 

Go on to the next and line up four 

Forward eight and back once more 

Pass thru and keep in time 

Face to the middle of your own line 

Dixie chain 

Go on to the next and line up four 

Forward eight and back once more 

Arch in the middle, the ends duck thru 

Go around one and back to the middle 

A right hand star 

Go three-quarters round 

Find old corner, left allemande 
(Please turn the page)

HE Horwoops had been square dancing 

for four years when in 1955 they attended 
the first institute taught by Frank and Carolyn 
Hamilton in the East. 

Helen says, “It gave us a whole new ap- 
proach to round dancing, pushing it from a 
secondary interest to our first love, altho’ we 
still derive great pleasure from square danc- 
ing. 

At that time there were no round dance 
clubs in Toronto so they religiously studied the 
“Gospel according to Hamilton” (Introduction 
to American Round Dancing) till they could 
quote it chapter and verse. They practiced to 
improve footwork and styling, working out so 
many dances on their own that they can now 
learn most rounds more quickly from written 
cues than from instruction on the floor. 

Altho’ the Horwoods did teach rounds at 
two square dance clubs they did not rush into 
starting a basics group until they felt their 
own knowledge of basics and how to present 
them was sufficient. Later, however, after 
sessions with the Hamiltons and Joe Turners, 
they did begin a basics group. Expecting 10 
couples, they were amazed to have 50 couples 
appear, bulging the small hall until the dancers

4h EXPERIMENTAL LAB 


A basic is a necessary movement with a short, clear call that 
cannot otherwise be given descriptively in the time needed. 
The call should not be confused with the sound of other calls. 
The movement itself should not be one that could be called just 
as well with existing basics. The movement should be smooth- 
flowing (not erratic or awkward) and should lend itself to rapid 
teaching. Last, to be considered a basic, a movement must prove 
its ability to withstand the test of time through continued usage. 


AY EXPERIMENTAL MOVEMENT which seems to qualify with a good 
number of the requirements listed in italics in the paragraph above 
and which falls into the category of the swing thru and circulate is spin 
the top. Its similarity comes in that it starts from an ocean wave line and 
is made up of a series of arm turns and logical maneuvers that in this 
case recreates a new line at right angles to the original starting line, Let’s 
look at the definition. 
SPIN THE TOP 
by Holman Hudspeth, Detroit, Michigan 
From an ocean wave line of four people facing in alternating directions, 
outside couples will turn half way around. The center two people will then 
take an arm hold and turn in a forward direction three-quarters of the way 
around. While the centers are turning, the outside two people move forward 
one-quarter of the way around and join the other two in another ocean wave 
line of four, at right angles to the former line. 


In a simple form of spin the top, our dancers in an ocean wave line 
of four (1) commence the movement with each of the two couples turn- 
ing by the right arm half way around (2). The people reaching the cen- 
ter take a left hand hold and begin to move around three-quarters as 
those two people on the end begin to move forward on the outside one- 
quarter (3). The movement is completed in a new ocean wave line at 
right angles to the original starting position (4). This is a smooth flowing 
movement which works quite well in conjunction with other movements, 
including the swing thru, circulate and others. For good experimental 
drills using this movement, please see page 45 in this issue of the 
Workshop.
